Fifteen essays from Fénelon to Benjamin Constant, which have 
been used as prefaces to the editions of the classics published by 
La Guilde du Livre of Lausanne. 


Boisdeffre, Pierre, Histoire vivante de la littérature d'aujourd'*hui 


(1938-1958). Paris: Le Livre Contemporain, 1958. Never has 

the prestige of literature been greater in France than today, says 
Boisdeffre in the first chapter entitled "La Littérature, quatriéme 
pouvoir". His study covers all aspects of the literary production 
of the last twenty years, arranged according to its historical evo- 
lution and "geographical" or genre presentation. Novelists, poets, 
playwrights, essayists, critics and philosophers of the present 
time are studied. In his conclusions, Boisdeffre tries to answer 
the question: "Is the literature of today heralding a new language 
of forms?" 


Escarpit, Robert, Sociologie de la littérature. Paris: Presses Uni- 


versitaires de France, 1958. The author studies in the first part 
the principles of sociology; in the second, literary production; 

and in the third, literary consumption. He concludes that the con- 
cept of literature is in conflict with mass culture. Competing with 
books are the questionable cinema, radio, television, press, and 
periodicals. The writer can no longer exist, according to Mr. 
Escarpit. 


Lebois, André, Admirable XIX@me siécle. Paris: Editions Denoel, 


1958. The author's preference is for this "time of marvelous 
equilibrium". He does not hunt the "gros gibier": Chateaubriand, 
Lamartine, Balzac, Flaubert, Zola, but rather the writers and 
poets of his personal choice: Stendhal, Berlioz, Baudelaire, Ver- 
laine, Mallarmé, Alain-Fournier and some others, recalling that 
the 19th century starts in 1815 and ends in 1914. 
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Mauriac, Claude, L'Alittérature contemporaine. Paris: Editions : 
Albin Michel, 1958. A novelist, essayist and critic discusses : 
a new literary school in Paris, naming its movement "alitera- hue 
ture", Nathalie Sarraute and Alain Robbe-Grillet are the lead- 
ers of this school which tries to break with the psychological 
emphasis of the classical novel and grasp the reality of the 
hero's soul. 


O'Brien, Justin, From the NRF. Essays from the Pages of the 
Nouvelle Revue Francaise. New York: Farrar, Straus and 
Cudahy, 1958. A collection of forty-five critical essays from 
the Nouvelle Revue Francaise chosen for their "individual ex- 
cellence, for their representative quality, and for the variety 
they present in the aggregate". The review was founded under 
the editorship of Michel Arnauld, Jacques Copeau, Henri Ghéon, 
André Ruyters and Jean Schlumberger, a group centered around 
André Gide. It has set the literary tone in France since its 
start in 1909. In this collection figure: André Gide, Henri Berg- 
son, André Malraux, Jacques Maritain, Julien Benda, Edmond 
Jaloux, Paul Valéry, Gaston Gallimard, Albert Thibaudet, 

Denis Saurat, Henry de Montherlant, Alain, Jules Romains, 

Francois Mauriac, Paul Claudel. The translation of the essays 

was done especially for this volume in co-operation with several 

scholars and teachers. The book, with an introduction by Justin 
O'Brien, is divided into four parts: Aesthetic Attitudes, Judg- M 


ments and Appraisals, Principles and Credos and Social Commit- {1¢ 
ments. 


Paris: Gal- 
limard, NRF, 1958. The third edition. The author treats Caeser, 
Napoleon, Casanova, Stendhal, Victor Hugo, Zola, Tchekhov and 
others. 


Shattuck, Roger, The Banquet Years. New York: Harcourt, Brace 
and Company, 1958. A study of the world of arts in France from 
1885 to World War I, a time when "the banquet had become the su- 
preme rite". "Not since the Renaissance had painters, writers 
and musicians lived and worked together in a similar atmosphere 
of perpetual collaboration". The author examines the work of the 
painter Henri Rousseau, the composer Erik Satie, the playwright :

During its visit to the United States, the Théatre 
National Populaire played 'Le Triomphe de l'Amour", 
which, in the words of Mr. McKee, is "one of the few 
plays by Marivaux with some tangible sources", Speak- 
ing of the reaction of 18th century audiences, the author 
says that they found in "Le Triomphe de l‘'Amour" "no 
trace of 'vraisemblance' and lacking in 'bienséance', " 
For this play, as for all the others, Professor McKee 
gives the fruits of a deep knowledge and understanding 
of one of the most original 18th century French drama- 
tists. A letter of appreciation by Jean-Louis Barrault 
precedes the work.

died at the age of 58 years. Professor Joliot-Curie, holder of 

many honors and decorations, was honored with the Nobel Prize 

in chemistry in 1953. He and his wife Irene, daughter of Pierre 

and Marie Curie, were the first to succeed in producing artifi- 
cial radioactive elements. They shared the Nobel Prize for 

this discovery which made it possible for radioactive elements 

to be used in such vital fields as biology and medicine; until 

that time radioactive elements had been poisonous and limited 

in their usefulness in therapy. Later Nobel Prizes were awarded 

in fields of discoveries which they had made but had not recog- 
nized - the discovery of neutrons and fission. Madame Joliot- 
Curie died two years ago and Professor Joliot-Curie took over 

her post as director of the French Radium Institute. He had be- 
gun working there 33 years ago as an assistant to Mme Curie, 
During World War II he was active in the Resistance; having in, 
his possession one of the largest supplies of heavy water, used 

as a moderator in atomic furnaces, at the time France fell he 

sent the treasure with assistants to England and remained be- 
hind with the Resistance forces.

tre de Poche on the Left Bank of Paris: and Jean Dasté, the bril- 
liant director of the Comédie de Saint-Etienne, who produced 


"The Caucasian Chalk Circle" at the Comédie des Champs Elysées. 


All are praised highly and sharply criticized also. Pirandello is 

made more accessible to the audience in ''Ce soir on improvise" 

presented by Sacha Pito#ff and in the outstanding interpretation of 
"Henri IV" by Jean Vilar, director of the T.N, P. Under the title 
Racine, another article discusses first the interpretations of 


"Phédre" by the T. N, P. and the small company of Roland Monod at 


the Studio des Champs-Elysées and then Raymond Géréme's pre- 
sentation of "Britannicus" at the Vieux-Colombier. It is highly 
praised as are the "true tragédiens"', Marguerite Jamois and 
Daniel Ivernel. 
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The issue, magnificently illustrated, also presents L'Amour et 
son destin by Serge Lifar, the decentralization of the theatre 

in France and the theatre of tomorrow, the objectives of La dé- 
centralisation théatrale and of Roger Planchon a Villeurbanne.

Retrospectacles is inaugurated by a look back to the premiére of 
Ubu-Roi on December 10, 1896; this play was successfully re- 
created by Jean Vilar on the stage of the T.N.P. this year.

Tne number of exhibitions originating in foreign coun-~ 
tries has marked the spirit in which the French capital has 
participated in the cultural exchanges of the past six months. 
Notable have been the collections from Denmark, Holland, 
Israel, Mexico, Peru and Japan. 


This season holds the promise of more outstanding for- 
eign exhibits and contributions to shows originating in France. 
Scheduled for a two month stay at the Orangerie beginning on 
October 24th, are "French Drawings in American Collections", 
This exhibition was organized as a reply to the collection of 
French drawings brought to the principal museums of the United 
States in 1955-56 by the Cabinet des Dessins of the Louvre. 
The 224 French drawings from the United States now touring 
Europe represent the "best choice" of American public and pri- 
vate collections. Five centuries are covered, and the result is 
a sort of mirror of French art, or perhaps of French manners 
and taste. The ensemble of chef-d'oeuvres, many of which 
have never been exhibited in Europe, includes all of the great 
names (Clouet, Poussin, Lorrain, Callot, Watteau, Boucher, 


Saint-Aubin, Fragonard, Prud'‘hon, Ingres, David, Géricault, 


Delacroix, Daumier, Degas, Cézanne, Seurat, Redon, Matisse 
and Picasso) and serves "as a truly splendid thank you" for the 
French loans of 1955. The Committee for the exhibition had 

as Honorary Co-Chairmen, the Honorable C. Douglas Dillon 
and Professor Paul J. Sachs and was formed under the chair- 
manship of Mr. William A.M. Burden; the Selection Committee, 
composed of specialists from ten institutions, was headed by 
Miss Agnes Mongan, Assistant Director and Curator of Draw- 
ings at the Fogg Art Museum. 


This key exhibition from the United States will be fol- 
lowed by "New American Painting" which will be on view at the 
Museum of Modern Art of Paris in January and February. 
Other featured perspectives at the Museum of Modern Art will 
be the works of three English artists, William Scot, Hayter 
and Armitage, and of the Brazilian painter Lasar Segall. 
"Scandinavian Forms" and "The 18th Century in England" 
are announced by the Musée des Arts Décoratifs. 
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Particular interest is reserved this season for Oriental 
art. An important exhibition, "Orient-Occident", commemo- 
rating the 10th anniversary of UNESCO, will be enriched by 
loans from numerous countries, including the United States. 
These works will be seen at the Musée Cernuschi beginning 

on November 25th. At the Musée Guimet ''The Art of Gand- 
hara and of Central Asia" and ''The Mask in the Art of the Far 
East" will be presented successively. The manuscript display 
at the Bibliothéque Nationale illustrating the theme "Byzantium 
and the Medieval West" will continue until December 30th. 
October's calendar included "Works of Japanese Artists in 
Paris" at the Musée Galliera. 


The welcome extended to foreign art is matched by 
the sustained interest in French artists. "Monuments and 

Sites of Italy as seen in French Drawings" are offered at the 
Louvre (Cabinet des Dessins) throughout the month of Novem- 
ber. Several important retrospectives are announced in the 
museums. The Museum of Modern Art has organized an 

André Lhote retrospective for November and December. The 
Prud'hon retrospective at the Musée Jacquemart-André will be 
the first centered on this artist since the 1922 exhibition at the 
Petit Palais. It will be followed by "Works of Toulouse-Lautrec", 
The Musée des Arts Décoratifs is organizing a Chagall retros- 
pective for the summer. The annual show "Painters, witnesses 
of their times" has as its 1959 theme, "The Machine". Equally 
important for young painters are the annual Salon d'Autome, 

Salon d'Hiver and Salon des Independants. Among the success-~- 
ful events of the past semester were tributes to great French 
artists such as the Bourdelle, Modigliani and Dunoyer de Se- 
gonzac exhibitions. The vitality of young French painting is 

seen in the prizes and shows listed below. 


In the French provinces, Bordeaux, Dijon, Lille, Lyon, 
Strasbourg and other cities were active during the summertime 
festivals and are now preparing their new shows. 


To meet the needs of the growing interest of the public 
and to insure better presentation of paintings, many museums 
have prepared new exhibition rooms and are restoring old build- 
ings. The work is completed at the Musée du Jeu de Paume, 

and the great collection of Impressionist painting is now on view 

in its home. New rooms at the Archives de France augment the 

possibilities for exhibitions there. At Versailles, restoration of 
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the Grand and Petit Trianons was greatly aided by American 
gifts. Eleven new rooms in the Musée National de l'Histoire 
de France at Versailles are devoted to Napoleonic history.

velist's work. At the Nouveau Théatre de Poche. (See page 66) 


Ils ont joué avec les allumettes by Marcelle Routier: At the 
Théatre d'Aujourd'hui. A play inspired by juvenile delin- 
quency. It is not without merit, according to "Le Monde", 


* Now playing in Paris. 


* Lady Godiva by Jean Canolle: At the Petit Théatre de Paris, 
"five actors brightly defend an extremely weak text" 
(J.-J. Gautier), The inspiration for the play was Lady 
Godiva's famous ride on horseback across Coventry - 
and that, apparently, was not enough, The actors are 
Robert Murzeau, Sylvia Montfort, Christian Alers, Hu- 
bert Deschamps, directed by Michel de R&é. (See page 66). 


* Lucy Crown by Jean-Pierre Aumont, after the novel by Irwin 
Shaw: Edwige Feuillére as Lucy Crown brilliantly inter- 
prets the heroine of Irwin Shaw's novel. She is the al- 
most ideal wife who, in an involvement with her 13 year 
old son's tutor, makes havoc of three lives. At the 
Théatre de Paris. 


Madame Avril by Fernand Noziére and Paul Nivoix: Pierre 
Marcabru ("Arts Spectacles") calls this piece of "boule- 
vard druidique" a work of stupifying originality and ex- 
ceptional foolishness. At the Thé&tre Michel. 

La Maison des Coeurs brisés by Bernard Shaw: A play which 
cannot be ignored "because of the essential truths it bares", 
At the Théatre de l'Oeuvre. 

* Mystéres et Mantille by Calderon, adaptation by Léon Ruth. 
The original title, "A House with Two Doors is More Dif- 
ficult to Guard", indicates the nature of this comedy of 
intrigues and multiple "rebondissements" in the Spanish 
manner. The cast of young actors at the Théatre Michel 
is formed almost entirely of students from the Conservatory. 


Miguel Manara by Milosz: A hero of Spanish legend, to whom 
the poet-dramatist has lent some of the traits of Don Juan, 
is evoked in the poetical and mystical figure of Miguel 
Manara. The play is recommended by Pierre Marcabru 
for its staggering freshness and the slow and menacing 
restlessness that stirs within it. At the Studio des Champs- 
Elysées. 

Monsieur de France by Jacques Francois: A comedy set in an 
old Scottish manor, walls wet with himidity and ceiling red 
with lichen. Jean-Denis Maillart's ingenious scenery made 
up in large measure for the weakness of the plot which con- 
cerned the turbulations caused by the arrival of a Frenchman 
in this picturesque manor. At the Bouffes-Parisiens. 


Les Murs de Palata by Henri Viard: A political play at the Thé- 
atre du Vieux-Colombier received little praise from the 
critics. At best, Robert Kemp wishes success to the play- 
wright, who opened his career with this play. , 


* Now playing in Paris. 
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On ne meurt plus 4 Corinthe by Robert Merle: At the Théatre 
du Tertre, the young 'Thé&atre d'essai"'", subsidized by the 
Ministry of Education and controled by the Ministry of Arts 
and Letters,presented this three-act play, an enlargement 
of a one-act work given in Paris several years ago. The 
critics are unanimous in concluding that the one~act was 
sufficient for M. Merle's material. 

* Oscar by Claude Magnier: A hit at the Bouffes~-Parisiens, 
starring Jean-Paul Belmondo and Pierre Mondy. "Two 
hours of laughs" says J.-J. Gautier, while Robert Kemp 
complains of dizziness when faced with so many comic de- 
vices, but he admits that it is good bouncy vaudeville. 

Le Ouallou by Audiberti: A farce by the author of Le Mal court, 
a gay administrative round that sends successively three 
security officers to lie in the dungeon, the "ouallou", for 
which they alone have the key. At the Théatre La Bruyére. 


* Le Pain de Jules by Ange Bastiani: A detective story full of 
“argot", shooting and picturesque characters, bearing such 
names as Gina Beau-Sourire, Miriam la Parfumée, Lucien 
l'Erudit and Pascal l'Elégant. At the Théatre des Arts. 


Papa Bon Dieu by Louis Sapin: The first troupe of colored actors 
to give a series of performances in Paris enjoyed consider- 
able success with this unorthodox parody on the birth of a 
religion. Claude Baignéres underlined the spontaneity, 
sensual tenderness and the dynamism of the actors, who are, 

‘with the exception of one, amateurs. Seen at the Thé&atre 
d'Aujourd'hui. 

Politien by Edgar Allan Poe: In the Cloftre Saint-Séverin, the 
young director, Guy Suarés, launched an unpublished work 
by Poe. Although Poe had recognized it as an unsuccessful 

theatrical attempt, this presentation was good. 

* Procés 4 Jésus by Diego Fabbri, adapted by Thierry Maulnier: 
This controversial play is actually a trial opened by present- 
day Jews on a cause already judged by ancient Jews. Follow- 
ing the performance, discussion is opened to the audience, 
The play has been called "insupportable" (Pierre Marcabru), 
“a perfectly artificial intellectual game" (J.-J. Gautier), 

“a noble work" (André Camp) and "a play capable of troubling 
sceptics and agnostics" (Robert Kemp). At the Thé&tre 
Hébertot. 


Prométhée enchainé by Aeschylus, adapted by Jean de Beer: 


* Now showing in Paris. 
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An interesting presentation of the ancient drama in modern 
costume and futurist décor. At the Thé&atre du Tertre. 
Directed by Pierre Jolivet. 


Prométhée 48 by Roger Garaudy: At the Thé&atre de l'Apollo, 
_a melodrama, accentuated by the direction and acting of 
Raymond Hermantier. The scene is the revolution of June 


1848 and the central figure is a writer who becomes in- 
volved in it. 


Romancero by Jacques Deval: Two Basques in the region of the 
Panama Canal, one a priest and the other a prostitute, ina 
somewhat shocking and very superficial play about conver- 
sion. The author defends his work in an article in "Arts 
Spectacles", February 26, 1958. Michel Piccoli and Nicole 
Courcel were starred at the Comédie des Champs-Elysées. 


Le Temps des Lilas by Marcel Dubé: Preceding their presenta- 
tion of three farces by Moliére, Le Mariage forcé, Sganarelle 
and La Jalousie du Barbouillé, the Théatre du Nouveau-Monde 
offered this play by a young Canadian author. The troupe from 
Montreal performed in New York and Brussels before going to 
Paris for an engagement at the Comédie des Champs-Elysées. 

La Tour d'Ivoire by Robert Ardrey, adapted by Jean Mercure: 
Pierre Marcabru and J.-J. Gautier protest against this ten- 
dentious play whose only attraction was the impressive scenery 


by Wakhevitch. The setting is a lighthouse on Lake Michigan. 
At the Bouffes-Parisiens. 


Le Tréfle fleuri by Rafael Alberti, adapted by Robert Marrast and 
Pierre Belem: Le Centre d'essai du théatre, led by Serge 
Ligier, revived this play which is based on themes borrowed 
from Spanish folklore. The play was written in 1940 after 
the author's flight to South America from his native Spain. 

At the Théatre du Tertre. 


La Veuve rusée by Goldoni: The forerunner of Ustinoff's "Four 
Colonels", this light comedy has an Italian, a Frenchman, an 
Englishman and a Spaniard turning around a pretty Venetian 
widow. Claude Sarraute (''Le Monde") called it one of the best 
evenings offered in Paris, and Pierre Marcabru emphasized 


the freshness of this adaptation of the 18th century Italian play. 
At the Théatre du Tertre. 


) 
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Virage dangereux by J.-B. Priestley, adapted by Michel Arnaud: 
A classic of the detective type, well acted, at the Théatre 
Edouard-VII. <A series of revelations are set in motion be- 
cause one day a man wanted to know the truth. The nature 
of these chance discoveries would seem to justify Disraeli's 
"Never explain". 


Visite & une petite planéte by Gore Viclal, adapted by André La- 
cour: An American play at the Théatre Fontaine. It re- 
ceived lukewarm reviews. The plot is set in motion when 
a good-looking young soldier from another planet sets foot 
on this earth. 


* Vu du Pont by Arthur Miller, adapted by Marcel Aymé: The 
young director, Peter Brook, is in charge of this contro- 
versial tragedy, seen at the Thé&tre Antoine with Raf Val- 
lone in the principal role. The reviews range from '"Melo- 
drama" (Pierre Marcabru) to more comprehensive commen- 
taries by Thierry Maulnier ("La Revue de Paris") and 
Robert Bourget-Pailleron ("Les Revue des Deux Mondes").

In the provinces, a wealth of dramatic festivals were 
staged during the summer months. Angers, Arles, Arras, 
Autun, Avignon, Blois, Bordeaux, Carcassonne, Lyon-Char- 
bonniéres, Marseille, Nohant, Orange, Saint-Malo and Vézélay 
were among those with important programs. 


Highlights of the new season in the provinces will most 
certainly include the activities of the young troupes. Directed 
by Hubert Gignoux, the Comédie de l'Est has begun its tours 
with the French version of Friedrich Durrenmatt's Romulus le 
Grand which it first performed at the Théatre de la Comédie de 
Strasbourg. This play of Swiss origin will be followed by Ra- 
cine's Andromaque in December and January and Les Aventures 
d'Ulenspiegel by M.C. Marrey, after C. de Coster, in March, 
April and May. Thornton Wilder's Our Town (Notre Petite Ville) 
will be staged in December and January and Pirandello's Chacun 
sa vérité in February and March. 


* Now showing in Paris. 
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Maurice Sarrazin's Grenier de Toulouse is offering 
Le Roi David by Morax and Honneger, Pirandello's Chacun 
sa vérité, Moliére'« \'Ecole des femmes and Brecht's Mére 
Courage. Le Grenier is experimenting with a formula by 
which it hopes to bring theatre "'to those who should be in- 
terested", As with book, cinema and record "clubs", sub- 
scribers obtain benefits of as much as 50% by placing their 
orders in advance, thus enabling the troupe to limit perfor- 
mances to the range of public demand. 


At Villeurbaine, Roger Planchon has staged an ori- 
ginal version of Moliére's George Dandin, accentuating its 
rustic and social coloration. Excellent performances are 
provided by Pierre Meyrand and Jean-Pierre Bernard. 
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FRANCE IN THE UNITED STATES 


ART NEWS 


Museum of Modern Art, 11 West 53rd Street 


To mark its reopening and to celebrate its thirtv years of 
leadership in the cultural development of the United States, the 
Museum of Modern Art offered several special shows. The 
Jean Arp Retrospective assembled more than 100 reliefs, col- 
lages and sculptures by one of the major figures in the interna- 
tional modern art movement. The work of the seventy-one year 
old Alsatian-born artist is installed in the newly-reconstructed 
third floor galleries, which were damaged by fire last spring. 
The first floor display of given or promised" paintings and 
sculptures includes many French works from the beginning of 
this century. Among the artists represented are Renoir, Degas, 
Cézanne, Gauguin, Seurat, Toulouse-Lautrec, Vuillard, Matisse, 
Rouault, Léger, Picasso, Braque and Miro. A Miro retro- 
spective is forecast for the months of March and April, 1959. 


Solomon R. Guggenheim Museum, 7 East 72nd Street 


Currently seen at the Guggenheim Museum's temporary 
quarters are a group of the prize-winning paintings for its 1958 
International Award. The top prize of $10,000 went to Joan Miro 
whose ceramic mural "Day and Night" adorns the two free-stand- 
ing walls on the grounds of the buildings of UNESCO in Paris. 
Among the national winners who received honorable mention in 
the international judging was Edouard Pignon. André Masson 
and Soulages formed with him the group of French national winners. 


Metropolitan Museum of Art, Fifth Avenue and 82nd Street 


Now being. installed at the Metropolitan Museum of Art are 
a celebrated set of Royal Gobelins tapestries, part of an impor- 
tant collection of 18th century French and English furnishings 
given to the Museum by the Samuel H. Kress Foundation. Among 
the acquisitions are fourteen pieces of furniture decorated with 
Sévres porcelain insets and fifty-five precious porcelains. 


Wildenstein Galleries, 19 East 64th Street 


Among the admirable pieces brought to New York from the 
collection of the Museum of St. Louis are notable French works 
by de la Tour, Lorrain, Tournier, Largilli¢re, Chardin, Boucher, 
Fragonard, Vigée Lebrun, Corot, Delacroix, Millet, Courbet, 
Manet, Fantin-Latour, Sisley, Cézanne, Renoir, Seurat and

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Picasso. The paintings will be on display until December 15th 
for the benefit of the Museum. (See Manet and Cézanne repro- 
ductions on Title Pages). 


Seagram Building, 375 Park Avenue 

French participation in the "International Art Festival", 
sponsored by the Federation of Jewish Philanthropies, was 
centered upon ten of the well-known names of 20th century art: 
Bonnard, Braque, Delauny, Dufy, Gleizes, Léger, Matisse, 
Rouault, Villon and Vlaminck. The paintings were generously 
loaned for this exhibition by the Guggenheim Museum and pri- 
vate collectors. 


Exhibitions outside New York 


The XXth Ceramic International at the Syracuse Museum of 
Fine Arts has in its French section, ceramics by André Borderie, 
Guidette Charbonnel, Francine Delpierre, Maurice Gensoli, 
Elizabeth Joulia, Jouve, Jacques Lenoble, Valentine Schlegel and 
Vera Szekely. Mlle Carbonnel was the recipient of a $100 prize 
award given by G.R. Cocker Company of Syracuse, N.Y. The 
exhibition continues through December 7th and will be seen later 
in New York (The Metropolitan Museum), Boston (The Museum 
of Fine Arts) and in other American museums. 


Several French museums have made important loans to the 
Detroit Institute of Arts' exhibition "Decorative Arts of the 
Italian Renaissance", which opened on November 18th. Coming 
from the Louvre are: a Parade Shield of Henri II of France, ca. 
1560; a bronze statuette by Riccio, Arion Playing the Lyre; 

a bronze bust, Self Portrait by Riccio; jewels of the 16th century; 
16th century majolica plates and a Venetian enamel box. These 
works were accompanied by M. Hubert Landais. 


The traveling exhibition of Maillol sculpture has been seen 
recently in the Toledo Museum of Art. All forty statues are ori- 
ginal casts obtained from the Estate of Maillol. 


Germaine Richier's first one-man museum show in the United 
States was held at the Walker Art Center in Minneapolis from 
September 28th to November 9th. The sculptress is widely re- 
garded in Europe as the principal successor to the traditions of 
Giacometti and Picasso. 
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In the Cleveland Museum of Art's show of contemporary 
works, France is represented by Dubuffet, Lebrun and Gia- 
cometti. This exhibition was organized to emphasize two do- 
minant styles of twentieth century art - "the general, non- 
representational character of abstract art and the subjective, 
emotional quality of expressionism". 


An extensive exhibition of paintings and drawings by Albert 
Marquet was shown in the Seattle Art Museum in October and 
will be seen successively in the Baltimore Museum of Art, 
Cincinnati Art Museum and Munson-Williams-Proctor Institute, 
Utica. 


Following the Metropolitan Museum's summer show of 
Callot's and Daumier's prints, the Museum of Fine Arts in 
Boston organized a Daumier exhibition commemorating the 
150th anniversary of the satirist's birth. The City Art Museum 
of St. Louis exhibited through November 17th over 500 etchings 
by Callot, the gift of Mr. Henry V. Putzel. Sixty-nine original 
drawings and 758 prints on display at the Philadelphia Museum 
of Art are a unique collection of the work of the artist Charles 
Nicolas Cochin, the Younger (1715-1790). 


At the De Young Museum of San Francisco a major exhibi- 
tion of paintings, watercolors and drawings by Vincent Van Gogh 
was presented during the month of October. Many of the works 
were shown in America for the first time. 


Two photographic shows followed successively this fall at 
the Cleveland Museum of Art and the William Rockhill Nelson 
Gallery (Kansas City): ''The World of Cartier Bresson" and 
"The Private World of Pablo Picasso", 


THEATRE NEWS 


One of the outstanding events inaugurating the new season 
was the Théatre National Populaire's first visit to the United 
States. After a successful three week run at the Broadway 
Theatre in New York where "Lorenzaccio", "Le Triomphe de 
l'Amour", "Marie Tudor", "Don Juan" and "Le Cid" were 
presented, the state-subsidized troupe traveled on to Phila- 
delphia, Princeton and Boston. The company played at the 
Lisner Theatre in Washington and was received by the Ambas- 
sador of France. Although no star billing is given in this troupe

where the accent is on a skillful interplay of characters and 
effects, the title roles were held by Maria Casarés, Geneviéve 
, Page, Monique Chaumette, Philippe Noiret, Gérard Philipe, 
Daniel Sorano, Georges Wilson and Jean Vilar. In addition to 
a full schedule of nightly performances and weekend matinées, 
Jean Vilar, director of the troupe, participated in a panel dis- 
cussion at Columbia University. At New York University, he 
was presented a citation by the Vice-President of the Univer- 
sity, Mr. Voorhis, and took part in a radio broadcast panel 
discussion, presided over by Mile Germaine Brée. The speak- 
ers were: Miss Helen Menken, President, American Theater 
Wing; Mr. Lee Strasberg, Artistic Director, Actors Studio; 


j Mr. Worthington Miner, Vice-President, American Academy 
j of Dramatic Art; Mr. Henry Hewes, Drama Critic, "The Satur- 
day Review"; and Mr. Leo Kerz, Director, Producer of 


"Clérambard", Mr. Vilar also visited the Actors Studio. The 
troupe was received by ANTA, and the artists had numerous 
occasions to meet their American colleagues. The response 
of teachers and students was particularly enthusiastic during 
the entire tour. After ending its visit with a special perfor- 
mance of "Le Cid" at the United Nations, the Théatre National 
Populaire returned to Paris to resume its performances at the 
Palais de Chaillot on November 15th. 


The T.N. P. came to the United States under the manage- 
ment of S. Hurok and under the sponsorship of the Direction 
Générale des Affaires Culturelles et Techniques and l'Asso- 
ciation frangaise d'Action Artistique. 


The T.N. P. is followed by the Compagnie Raymond Géréme 
of the Théatre du Vieux Colombier. This Parisian theatre is 
particularly well-known because it housed the experimental ef- 
forts of Copeau whose influence is seen in the work of Dullin, 
Jouvet and Barrault. Through its association with the Thé&atre 
du Vieux Colombier, the troupe may be identified by its new 
and powerful approach to the classics. Its interpretation of 
Racine's "Britannicus" on the stages of many American univer- 
sities and experimental theatres will certainly be of great in- 
terest to all those who follow the development of theatre in France. 
The great French actress, Marguerite Jamois, comes to America 
in the role of Agrippine. Before coming to New York for three 
performances at the Phoenix Theatre, the company will have 
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played to audiences in Canada, at Wellesley College, the Uni- 
versity of Rochester, Williams College, Rosary College in 
River Forest, Dlinois, the University of Colorado, the Uni- 
versity of California, the Detroit Institute of Arts, the Actor's 
Workshop in San Francisco and in Carmel and Sacramento, 
California. 

The company is presented in the United States by Raymond 
Géréme and Jean de Rigault under French official sponsorship. 


For both the Théatre National Populaire and the Com- 
pagnie Raymond Géréme, the Services Culturels have pre- 
pared a bulletin which is sent on request.

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Last Minute News 


We have just learned of the publication in France of Restif 
de la Bretonne ou le siécle prophétique by Marc Chadourne, 
Grand Prix de Littérature de l'Académie Francaise. (Paris: 
Librairie Hachette, 1958). In this biographical and critical study 
of Edme Nicolas Restif (1734-1806) dit de la Bretonne, M. Cha- 
dourne examines the gigantic work of the 'Pithécanthrope de Bal- 
zac" in the context of his life. He follows the development of the 
very complex character of Restif, of his psycho-sexual and re- 
ligious conflicts, of his novel ideas and predictions in their re- 
lation to the main current of XVIIIth century ideas. 


On a very different subject, we would like to mention the 
Taos Ski Valley in New Mexico, with a ski school, staffed by 
Swiss and French instructors, a French restaurant, the St. 
Bernard, hotel accommodations, entertainment and shops. 
Jean Mayer is in charge of this all-year-round project, which 
offers riding, fishing and hiking as well as November-to-May 
skiing.
